NEW REGULATIONS COULD HURT BUSINESS 
FOR WOMEN STREET VENDORS, ACCORDING TO G.W. STUDY 

Women street vendors in Washington, D.C. say that new 
vending regulations slated to take effect Wednesday, May 15 may 
"contribute to more shoplifting and greater harassment," 
according to a study conducted by the Women's Studies Program 
and Policy Center of The George Washington University. 

Researchers Roberta Spalter-Roth and Eileen Zeitz reported 
that the new regulations "do not reflect their (women vendors) 
concerns for street safety and, in fact, would appear to make 
the situation worse by requiring greater space between vendors 
and decreasing the numbers of vendors at many locations." 

The women are "constantly propositioned by men," the 
report says, and "several of these women indicated that, in the 
absence of protection from police or city officials, you need a 
husband, a boyfriend or a pimp to watch out for you."

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In the survey of 40 women vendorsr the team found that 
many women complain that their male counterparts are notorious 
for "jumping their spots." Also, these women "are worried about 
their inability to pay the new registration fees for licenses, 
and they are worried about being able to handle and move the 
new carts, if they can afford them." 

The new city regulations include the following mandates: 

1) Vendors must comply with new cart design guidelines. 

2) Fewer licenses will be issued, and they will cost 
more. 

3) Vendors must space themselves farther apart and farther 
away from fixed-location businesses. 

4) Types of goods allowed to be sold will be restricted. 

5) There will be a limit on the number of vending spaces 
available at the most heavily-trafficked locations in 
the city. 

Their research also reveals that about 25% of the city's 
street vendors are women, and about 95% of them had a high 
school diploma. Additionally, most of the women vendors 
interviewed had been employed previously, but they disliked 
their former jobs or sought an independent work environment.

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According to their findings, women who owned their own 
stands turned to street vending "as a way of being independent 
through owning a small business that did not require 
significant amounts of investment capital to start up." 

Further, the study says that while many of the women 
vendors come from a variety of pink-collar jobs, such as 
secretaries, file clerks and waitresses, most came from 
jobs as sales clerks or cashiers in retail outlets. 

Also, according to the study, "The median income of these 
women is $90 to $100 per day in good weather....Assuming that 
weather conditions prevent them from working more than 40 weeks 
per year...their annual income would be approximately $12,600." 

Their study, entitled "Vending in the Capital City of a 
First World Country: Seen Through the Eyes of Women," not only 
examined the impact of the new regulations, but also compared 
street vending practices in Washington, D.C. with those of 
third world countries.

Geoff Lawler was first elected .to the British Parliament for the 
Bradford North constituency at the age of 28, defeating Militant 
supporter Pat Wall in June of 1983. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Lawler was elected Chairman of the 
All Party Youth Affairs Group, and serves as a member of the All 
Party Solvents Abuse Group.

NATIONALIZED INDUSTRY; DOES THE PUBLIC REALLY BENEFIT? 

Despite assumptions that state-run firms are more respon¬ 
sive to the public interest, G.W. School of Public and Interna¬ 
tional Affairs Professor Harvey B. Feigenbaum has found that 
nationalized industries in Western Europe rarely act differently 
from their private sector counterparts. 

Presenting his findings in The Politics of Public Enter¬ 
prise: Oil and the French State (Princeton University Press, 
1985), Feigenbaum says that nationalizing European oil industries 
has had little effect on energy security for these countries. 
Ultimately, who owns a company (public or private) is less 
important than the incentives for management to perform well. 

"One would assume that state owned firms, such as France's 
integrated petroleum firms, would strive for traditional public 
interest concepts such as low prices, security of supply, and 
independence from foreign suppliers," he says. "But this has not 
been the case. The state owned firms have added inflationary 
pressures to the French economy without apparent benefits. Also, 
the managerial autonomy given to these firms has led to conflicts

In his study, which focuses on the French oil industry, 
Feigenbaum says the novelty of the Mitterrand Socialist govern¬ 
ment (after 23 years of conservative rule) has obscured the lack 
of novelty in the Socialist's formula to ease France's economic 
stagnation, induced by high oil prices in the 1970s. In 1982 
the French government nationalized five major industrial corpora¬ 
tions and nearly all of the nation's banks—an extension of the 
public sector which formed the centerpiece of the French Social¬ 
ist response to the economic malaise. 

Conflicts between public goals and company behavior have 
occurred in other nationalized industries in France and in other 
countries, Feigenbaum says, which raises questions how well a 
state can control its own enterprises. 

While this study concentrates on European industries, 
Feigenbaum believes the lessons learned have implications for 
certain Reagan Administration projects, such as de-nationalizing 
Amtrak and Conrail, and indeed, implications for deregulation in 
general.

Despite assumptions that state-run firms are more respon¬ 
sive to the public interest, G.W. School of Public and Interna¬ 
tional Affairs Professor Harvey B. Feigenbaum has found that 
nationalized industries in Western Europe rarely act differently 
from their private sector counterparts. 

Presenting his findings in The Politics of Public Enter¬ 
prise: Oil and the French State (Princeton University Press, 

1985), Feigenbaum says that nationalizing European oil industries 
has had little effect on energy security for these countries. 
Ultimately, who owns a company (public or private) is less 
important than the incentives for management to perform well. 

"One would assume that state owned firms, such as France's 
integrated petroleum firms, would strive for traditional public 
interest concepts such as low prices, security of supply, and 
independence from foreign suppliers," he says. "But this has not 
been the case. The state owned firms have added inflationary 
pressures to the French economy without apparent benefits. Also,

GLEN A. WILKINSON DIES 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Glen A. Wilkinson, chairman of George 
Washington University's Board of Trustees and a partner in the 
law firm of Wilkinson, Barker, Knauer & Quinn, died at Sibley 
Hospital on Thursday, August 29. He was 74. 

GW President Lloyd H. Elliott said, "In his quiet, dignified 
way, Glen Wilkinson provided the highest quality of leadership 
for George Washington University, and gave outstanding service to 
his profession and our community. He was a devoted friend and 
his loss will be deeply felt.” 

Born in Ogden, Utah, on April 17, 1911, Chairman Wilkinson 
attended public schools in Ogden and Weber County and was 
graduated from Ogden High School. He received the degree of 
Bachelor of Science from Brigham Young University in 1934, with a 
major in journalism and economics. He financed his undergraduate 
education by working as a stenographer and later as a newspaper 
reporter on campus activities for Utah and Colorado papers. 
Following a year of night classes at New York University, coupled 
with work during the day in real estate management, Wilkinson 
came to Washington to attend George Washington University Law 
School.

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He received the degree of Juris Doctor with honors from 
George Washington in 1938. While attending law school, he worked 
as an accountant at the Bureau of Reclamation of the Department 
of Interior and for a year thereafter until 1939. Then he 
was appointed law clerk for a year at the Board of Tax Appeals of 
the District of Columbia. In 1940, he was appointed assistant 
corporation counsel for the District of Columbia, a post he held 
until June of 1942, when he entered the Army of the United States 
as a second lieutenant. He served until 1946 when he was awarded 
the Legion of Merit and separated from military duty with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel. He had served with a special 
intelligence unit in the Pentagon, in England, (where he was a 
liaison officer with a British intelligence unit) and finally in 
France. 

Immediately following his military service, he re-entered 
the practice of law in association with Ernest L. Wilkinson (a 
brother) in 1946 and, in 1951, joined in establishing his present 
firm, then called Wilkinson, Boyden & Cragun. Mr. Wilkinson's 
practice of law spanned several fields including litigation in 
communications, appeals from FCC rulings, Indian tribal claims 
cases, tax and government contracts cases, general legal work 
for American Indian tribes, and legal work in criminal and other 
cases before the United States Supreme Court. He was engaged, in 


-more- 
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the 1970s, in considerable activity on legislation before the 
Congress, including work on behalf of the American Association of 
Presidents of Independent Colleges and Universities. His law 
practice was regarded by many as especially noteworthy for his 
work on behalf of American Indian tribes and clients in the 
broadcasting field. 

Active in GW Alumni affairs, he was a past president of the 
GW Law Association and had served as a member of the GW General 
Alumni Association Governing Board. In 1965, he received an 
Alumni Achievement Award from the university and, in 1973, a 
General Alumni Association Service Award. In 1978, he was 
honored with the Distinguished Alumnus Award of the GW Law 
Association. 

A member of the American Bar Association, the Federal Bar 
Association and other legal groups, he served as chairman of 
several committees of the Bar Association of the District of 
Columbia. 

He was chairman of the board of Piedmont Plush Mills, 
Inc. of Greenville, South Carolina, from 1978 to 1984, and had 
been a director of the Camperdown Company, a real estate company 
in Greenville. 

He is survived by Mrs. Wilkinson, the former Katherine 
McKinnon of Brunswick, Georgia; four sons; Frederick McKinnon of 
Fort Bragg, Calif.; Malcolm Glen of Baltimore, Md.; Richard 
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Claude of Atlanta, Ga. ; and Charles Symmes of Chevy Chase, 
Md.; a brother, Woodrow A. Wilkinson of Salt Lake City, Utah; and 
five grandchildren. 

There is a Glen A. Wilkinson Fund at The George Washington 
University and the family requested that in lieu of flowers, 
gifts be made to the fund.

GW'S CENTER FOR WASHINGTON AREA STUDIES PUBLISHES 
RECOMMENDED STREET VENDOR RULE MODIFICATIONS 


Many women street vendors say they will be forced to quit 
their trade, and a number say they'll go back on welfare, 
because of rigorous new street vending regulations, according 
to a study by The George Washington University. The report, 
published by GW's Center for Washington Area Studies, also 
suggests regulation modifications which might allow more women 
to continue as vendors. 

The GW study, conducted by Roberta Spalter-Roth of GW's 
Women's Studies Program and Policy Center and Eileen Zeitz of 
the University of the District of Columbia, was based on 
interviews with 80 women vendors about D.C.'s new street 
vending rules. The new regulations require steeper licensing 
fees, new cart designs and places restrictions on vendor 
spacing and the types of merchandise allowed to be sold, 
among other rules.

Many women street vendors say they will be forced to quit 
their trade, and a number say they'll go back on welfare, 
because of rigorous new street vending regulations, according 
to a study by The George Washington University. The report, 
published by GW's Center for Washington Area Studies, also 
suggests regulation modifications which might allow more women 
to continue as vendors. 

The GW study, conducted by Roberta Spalter-Roth of GW's 
Women's Studies Program and Policy Center and Eileen Zeitz of 
the University of the District of Columbia, was based on 
interviews with 80 women vendors about D.C.'s new street 
vending rules. The new regulations require steeper licensing 
fees, new cart designs and places restrictions on vendor 
spacing and the types of merchandise allowed to be sold, 
among other rules.
